The beautiful Italian marble table is 
the largest in the United States. 'Tis 
rather droll that "Little Rhody," Ihe 
tiniest, state in tlie union, should have 
such a beautiful and 
costly capitol. 


We admired the beautiful oil painting 
of George, Washington, the work .pC 
Stuart Gilbert, and in over'jfiO years 
old. .

Tlie state bouse cost, grounds, build- 


ings, furnishings and decorations, to- 
tals the sum of $3,018,410.33. ' We ob- 
served that a number of old portraits 
of governors from colonial days down 
had been brought out from their hiding 
places and thoroughly renovated. The 
portraits were restored t'p/their pris- 
tine freshness and suita'liiy framed, 
and now they look down upon their'de- 
scendants from the 'walls 6f the marble 
corridors, resplendent in powdervand 
brocade, the wigs and lace ruffles of a 
past generation. 
Almost every panel 


011 the north and south corridors is 
filled, the list including almost * every 
governor from .colonial days down to 
the present. The portraits are. not 
chronologically arranged, but are hung- 
between thp pilasters1 on the walls of 
the north and south corridors. - The 
portraits of the early governors were 
donated chiefly by their families or 
descendants and form the most Inter- 
esting Hart of the collection. In the 
state reception room hang the Stuart 
Washington, the chef d' oeuvre of the' 
collection which attracts • many pil- 
grims every year to the state house, 
and the splendid 
portrait, of Gen.

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Books and Newspapers. 


The 14th annual session of the American Booksellers' Con- 


vention was recently held in New York, and naturally the sub- 
jed considered was'books and the sale of books. There were 
several hundred booksellers present from all parts of (lie coun- 
tfy,-and the reports indicated thai their business is not so flour- 
ishing as they would like to have it: 


One oflhe'speakers was.R. B. G. Gardner of the Publishers' 


Co-operative Bureau, who said the people of this country .buy 
fewer books and poorer books than do the people of England 
and Germany. "We have nol," said Mr. Gardner, "developed 
our market as the other countries have done. ThereJs not the 
stimulus for good reading nor the 'effective methods of distri- 
bution. The moving pictures, the week-end automobile trips, 
the innumerable cheap magazines, all have encroached upon 
time formerly devoted to the reading of books worth while." 


There was truth in what the speaker said. The hurry and 


bustle of the present age, particularly in this country, tend to 
decrease the reading of books. The masses have not lime for 
books, excepting those of the lighter variety which are read 
more for entertainment than for instruction, and it is probably 
true'that this country will not compare favorably with some 
of the older nations in the reading of books of the solid sort. 
The majority of Americans are too busy witli work or with 
play to get down to the reading of books that require some 
effort on the part of the reader. 


But the principal cause of the trouble of which the book- 


sellers complain, a trouble which is experienced also by the 
publishers of magazines, is the daily newspaper, which in re- 
cent years has made such strides as to be now in a position to 
supply almost entirely the demand of the masses for reading 
matter. The newspa'per gives the people not only the news 
of the-world from day to day, but its political, religious and 
scientific departments supply all the general reading that the 
average man or woman has time for. For this reason many 
excellent books remain on the shelves of the book stores or, 
if bought, are in many cases consigned to the shelves of the "ft 
library unread.
